lat treaty of peace, in that defencelefs, naprovided ftate, which

negroes, our moncy and plate, agreeable to the {tipulation made

That ‘fo far from this promyfe being complied 
with; the officers who had the charge of conducting us and our 


families thither, on ogr arrival at the lookout of St Antonio in | 
the Rio Honda, refufed to furnith the crafts neceffary to carry 
us and our baggage from thence to Baccalar 5 by which means. | 
fome of us were compelled to proceed thither, leaving behind ‘| 


our chefts, containing. wearing apparel, to be forwarded after 
us, fo funn as crafts could be procured for that parpofe. 
fo far from the officers complying with that part of their duty, 
cheys-in viclatian of Don Jofeph Rofado’s folema.promife to 
the praprictors, permitted the clefts to be broke openy and the 
effeéts to be taken from thence, and diftributed amonoaft thofe 
who were moft active in committing the.robbery. That not- 
with{tanding we made application to the commanding officer at 
Baccalar, complaining in the ftrongeft terms of the cruelty and 
injuftice of fuch proceedings, which had reduced many of us to 
the utmott diftrefs, no redrefs could be obtained, Under thefe 


after tarrying a few days at Baccular, we were fent off for Me- 
sida, in che moft inclement feafon of the year, where we arri- 
ved after a journey of 30 days, the firit part of it being through 
a mere wildernefs of forty leagues, and in roads that were al- 
moft impaffuble ; many of the women and children were much 
hare. by frequent falls from the mules, and the lives of the 
whole at times, greatly endangered. On our arrival in this city, 
we were lodged in the college of St Peter, allowed only one 
ryal per day for our fubfiftence, and notwithftanding all the ne- 
ceflaries of life arerifen confiderably in price, no.alteration hath 
been made therein, and we are at this time ftraggling again‘t 
poverty and diftrefs ; for fuch-of us as were fo fortunate as-to 
ave our wearing apparel, have saturally been induced, from a 
fenfe of humanity, tofpare a part thereof to our fufferiag fel- 
low-fubjecst, as well as difpole of fach as could be fpared from 
immediate tle, in order to purchafe thofe necefaries of life 
which our fcanry allowarice would not afford. That the whole 


is now nearly worn out without the leaft profpect of getting a’ 


freth fapply, it being impoffible, from the allowance of one ryal 
per day, that any part thereof can be faved to appropriate to 
that purpofe. 

We beg leave to reprefent to your Excellency, that among{t 
the number of us fs aan in this city, which is ninety-five, 
there are fourteen women, twenty-fonr children, and twelve 
infirm men, fo that the refidue for tut a very inconfiderable 
number of effective people, and which, we think, can never be 
deemed a fuificient obiect for keeping us in captivity, fo much 
beyond all reafonable expettation, and fo contrary to the nfage 
and cuftom of all other nations, who, for the cafe and bencfit 
of their fubjeéts, have eftablifhed thofe modes of exchange, 
which fo ftrongly contrjbine towards mitigating the hardfhips 
and miferies of war. We beg leave farther to aifare your Ex-

Having heard fo many confufed accounts of the infurreGion in 
Peru, we thorght it our duty to the Public to endeavour to 
obtain fome authentic information on the fubject; our en-» 
deavours have not been unfuccefsful; and we are happy to 
be able to lay the following particulars before our readers, « 
who need not doubt their authenticity. 

DISPUTE between a Curate and a Corregidor was the 

firft caufe-of this infurrection. The-former did not make 
the gofpel the rule of his conduct, and the Corregidor repro- 
ved him, not fo much from a fenfe of duty and religion, as 
from a defire to fhew his confequence:and authority: The 

Corregidore therefore, hearing that the ‘prieit led an immoral 

life, fent for him, and, without: any more ceremony, threaten- 

ed him with the rigour of the law, if he did not alter his con- 
dué&. ‘Fhe priclt who did not fappoie that he was to reform 
in the courfe of a day, was refolved to be merry, and to take 

a double dofe of pleafure, before he bid adjeu to it for ever. 

The Corregidor was informed of this; and fome good-natuted 

perfon having, at the fame time, fuggelted to him that it was 

merely through contempt for his authority that the prieft had 
aéted, the Corregidor had his reverence thrown into prifon, 
and fequeftered his property. The Curate found means to in-

On the day appointed for the execution, the great {quarewas 
crouded, and the militia under arms, to préférve the peace.

to the prifon; and Ariaga received it with all pofible fervour, 
Ax: twelve the Covrigidor was ‘brought, our, under a firong .

When they arrived at the gallows, © 
rwhiclt had been fixed in the great {quare, Typac caufed. the , 
‘Corregidor’s fentente to be read fo loud, that the cron } might 
hear it. In the fentente it was pofitively afferted, chat the ex- 
ecution was to take place, in confequence of an exprefs com: 
mand of the King. The unfortunate Corregidor had then 4 
sbabde.o8 sho Costes -St-Eranelt, £08. Se that be thus - 
diewnietiber of-timeorder: All ‘this ti 
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executioner to be found: Tupac ofdered one of the Corregi- 


dor’s flaves to execute the fentence, under pain of being hang- 
ed himfelé The faithful flave threw himfelf at the feet of Tu- 
pac, and with téats insreated him to difpente with his irvices 
on the prefent occafion, declaring at the fame time, that, he 
fhould die with grief, if he fhould execute the fentence. The 
poor fellow went farther, and implored mercy for whit be call- 
ed the beft of mafiers: But Tupac was inflezible ; and he 
fternly commanded the flave to Obey: ‘Phe latter; to fave his 
own life, put the rope about his mafter’s neck, ard tying it to 
the gallows, he took him io his arms, and leapéd with him off 
the ladder: The weight of two men fnapped the fpe, and they 
both fell together. Att the fight of this, the Ftiats; who had 
attended the Corregidor in his devorions, threw themfelwcs at 
the feet of Tupac, and entreated him to fpare Ariaga, who was 
ttl! alive § and told him, that in. Spain-ic was the qnftem wW 
patdon a criminal, if the rope fhould break with his weight? . 
But Typac was unmoyed with their fapplications ; and, with'* 
an air of inflexibility, told the Friars, that it.was impofhible to. 
pardon a crimifal, whom the King himfelf had condemned to” 
die. Ancther rope was therefore got, and the poor flave being 
‘obliged to go through the terrible office that had been impofed 
upon him, the Corregidor was hanged. His was kept 
hanging three days ; and at the end of that time: Tupac gave 
his friends Jeave to take him down, and bury him with all the 
funeral pomp ufual at the interment of Cortegidars. 

In the mean*time Tupac, refle&ing upon the confequences 
that he might naturally expect after fuch an act, began to take 
meafares to prevent them, ‘by affembling fuch a force as thould 
enable him to make head again{t the Governor: He.foon muf- 
tered a body of 200 of. the’ymilitia, and. 5000 Indians, who 
joined him in confeqneddasaie. proclamation he had iffued,. in 
which he promifed two reals 4 day to every foldicr, four to c- 
very ferjeant, and fix to every officer... ; 

The Corregidor of Cufco hzaring, in the meatt time, how 
Tupac had treated the Corregidor of ‘Tinta, affembled 3o0 of 
the militia, and gave the command to the moft {kilfel officers, 
enjoining them, atthe fame time, to use all means to. get ‘Pupac - 
into their power, and te ferd him to Cufco. At the clofe of 
the fecond or third day after this detachment had ferout, they 
artived at an Indian village, which they found totally deferted, 
the people having all joined Tupac’s ftandard. ‘The officers 
imagined they could not get a better place to lodge in that 
night ; and therefore they and their detachment took up their 
quarters in the village. The Indians returned about day-break, 
and finding the Spaniards afleep in their huts, fell upon them, 
and immediately put 160 of them to the fwerd ; the others fied 
to the charch for refuge, and barricadocd the gate ; but that 
did uot fave them : For Tupac ‘coming ‘up with a body of mf, 
and not caring to force the barricada, ogdered his people to fre
